Poet Honored 
By SSC Play 


December II 


The Rats, opening December.11, 
will honor the centennial birthday 
anniversary of Gerhart Haupt- 

mann, 20th Century German poet. 

Best known for his realist 
dramas, Hauptmann set the stage; 
for German naturalists. But hej 
was not, strictly speaking, a true/ 
naturalist and was not restricted! 
to this one school. 

Inspired by contemporary life, 
by history, literature, legend,! 
mythology and by religious and| 
philosophical works of very differ-| 
ent.kinds, he produced :some 70} 
items of every conceivable genre | 
from his debut in 1889 through 
1936. | 

Contemporary Poets 

The poet belonged to the genera- 
tion of Strindberg, Chekhov, Wede- | 
kind and Schnitzler, of Shaw,) 
Wilde, Rostand, Gorki and Hof- 
mannsthal—men who, in carrying 
on the work of Ibsen, brought! 
the. flowering of the European 
Stage at the turn of the century. 

Hauptmann’s choice of little’ 
men, rather than heroic types, as 
the subject of his dramas: his 
depiction of irrational forces in 
man; his selective and skillful, 
reproduction of contemporary life; | 
and his sympathetic portrayal of: 
proletarian problems and the rela- 
tion between the individual and his 
environment departed radically 
from the accepted style of drama 
of his day.
